It is reported, out the repot I is ntt 


Lonfiraied, that tho Government coil- 
templates enforcing tho Monroe doc- 
trine in tho Anglo-Venezuelan ucMii.d- 
ary controversy. Tae last Congress, 
by resolution, directed the e\ectit'vp 1o 
use its best efforts to bring tho distnfe 
to arbitration. Secretary Olnoy ha« 
been giving tho subject attention and 
is formulating his views to be oom- 
innuicated to Ambassador Bayard. 


The Monroe doctrine was promul- 


gated by President Monroe in his mes- 
sage to Congress in 1823. lie state 1 
that fnil power and instructions had 
been transmitted to the Minister of tbs 
United Slates at St. Petersburg to ar- 
range, by amicable negotiations, tbs 
respective rights and interests of th« 
two nations on the northwest coast of 
this continent. 


President Monroe said that in the 


wars of European powers in matters 
relating to themselves wo have never 
taken any part, nor does it comport 
with our policy to do so. It is only 
when our rights are invaded 01 seri- 
ously menaced that we resent injuries 
or make preparation for oar defense. 
With the movements in this hemis- 
phere we are, of necessity, more imme- 
diately connected. The political sys- 
tem of the allied powers is essentially 
differentfromthatof America. Thisdif- 
ference proceeds from that which ex- 
ists in their respective governments. 
He therefore laid down the principle 
which has since been known as the 
Monroe doctrine, as follows: 


"We owe it, therefore, to candor c^id 


the amicable relations existing between 
the United States and those powers, 
to declare any attempt on their part to 
extend their system to any portion of 
this hemisphere as dangerous to our 
peace and safety. With the existing 
colonies and dependences of any Eu- 
ropean power, ve have not interfered 
and shall not interfere. But with the 
governments who ha\ e declared their 
independence and maintained it, and 
whose independence vre have, on great 
consideration and on just principle's, 
acknowledged, wo could not view any 
interposition for the purpose of op- 
pressing them, or controlling in any 
other manner their destiny, by any 
European power, in any other light 
than as the manifestation of an un- 
friendly disposition to wards the United 
States." 


That was democratic doctrine in 1823 


and it was recognized as such until 
Cleveland, the great Anglophabist, per- 
mitted European powers to dictate not 
only tte financial policy, bnt the for- 
eign policy of the United States. If 
the Monroe doctrine is enforced Great 
Britain nor no other European power, 
will be permitted to oppress any inde- 
pendent nation or acquire more terri- 
tory OD the American continent.

afford to spend one dollar in the dis- 
semination of truth for every thousand 
dollars spent by the gold trust in the 
suppression of truth, the latter would 
soon be without a foothold. 


The silver question has been moro or 


less an issue ever since 1873. As an is- 
sue it has been within the control of 
the old parties. As long as it could be 
kept there, the men who helped de- 
monetize it in 1873, have rested easily. 
It is beyond successful refutation that 
John Sherman and his followers have 
controlled the policies of the Republi- 
can party and that Grover Cleveland 
has been the dictator in the Demo- 
cratic party, while both have been the 
puppets of Wall Street. The silver 
sentiment for twenty years was a folorn 
hope led by a hopeless minority. It is 
equally true tuat the so-called friendli- 
ness of the old parties has been noth- 
ing more or less than concessions by 
adroit and skillful politicians, who 
realized that to lose control of the sen- 
timent or to allow independence of 
action meant for them disastrous de- 
feat. As long as they could prevent 
action their sole purpose was accom- 
plished. In the mean time they have 
been beating tom-toms of tariff and 
telling of the disastrous results to fol- 
low. 
Most of their predictions have 


been proven false by tho Wilson tariff 
bill, nnder which wages have risen, 
manufactories baen opened, thousands 
of new operators been employed, wool 
and other products keep their prices. 
Of all the political snares and delusions 
tariff has been the worst. 


Agitation within the line of the old 


parties conflned to a hopeless minority 
has accomplished nothing. Their one 
purpose has been accomplished. As 
an issue it was suppressed. And in 
this line silver could be discussed for 
fifty years and nothing accomplished. 


As fnr as the people of Nevada are 


concerned a discussion of the economic 
and theoretical conditions of finance is 
out of place. What they want to know 
of is the piogress and growth of this 
question and whit they should most 
realize and be pvoud of is the tre- 
mendous agency they have bean in the 
present growth and agitation of silver 


As the expense of causing the golden 


triplets of Nevada spasms, I assert 
that tho real growth and agitation of 
the silver question as an independent 
issue dates from tho compaign of 1892, 
when Nevada assumed her independ- 
ent stand and tho Populist party made 
silver a fair and square issue. This 
statement defies successful contradic- 
tion. 


Prior to 1892 nothing, so to speak, 


was accomplished for silver. It was 
never heard of in the East. It cuts 
no figure in the South. The people o) 
the 
Mississippi Valley had but a 


meagre knowledge of it, theie was no 
growth, no agitaton, no action In 1892 
the old parties found themselves no 
longer able to control it 
At that elec- 


tion for the first time in many years, a 
third man received votes in the elec- 
toral college, Nevada and othei States 
tired of the deception of the past 
raised a silver standard. As a resull 
the eyes of the nation looked westward 
saw the signs of the times. Tney hearc 
a new gospel, they saw fallacies ex- 
posod, they believed tho hypocricy 
and insincerity of the old parties 
The South took up the cry. The East 
began to study the question

openly, nuw that they could no longer 
stifle it as false friends. To-day both 
the old parties are threatened with dis- 
ruption. The West has cut looao, the 
south stands ready, the entire press 
of America are discussing the silver 
question pro and con. Leagues have 
been organized, unions formed.bureaaa 
established.

pendonce. Where flve years ago silver 
reigned, the tumult of agitation is now 
heard. Every man you meet baa an 
opinion on it. Illinois has declared 
for silver, so has Missouri and Texas 
Where a single voice was not heard in 
Ohio,four years ago is now found a 
powerful minority for it. The gold 
press tell you it is dying out The As 
sociated Press is subsidized and lies.

,ne public schools, so that Normal 
School graduates are' supposed to be 
qualified to teach any of the grades. 
As the training School relieves the 
Dublio school of a large number of 
jupila the School Board can afford to 
supply a teacher or two and the School 
Board can furnish the requisite number 
of pupils to maintain each grade. 
Children are a necessity at the Normal 
School and the School Board can sup- 
ply the necessity. This will bring the 
Training School and the public school 
nto closer relationship, and to some 
extent link the two schools together.

In other prisons tho culprit is placed 


ou a constable's back, and as ho sits 
there with his arms around tho officer's 
nsck, awaiting "tho event," his attitude 
strikes a spectator more as one of affec- 
tion than discomfort. Another way is to 
compel a boy to loan over a chair as if 
he v,-ero praying, then run a strap right 
around his legs and the legs of the chair, 
a constable holding his head and arms 
from tho other side.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


THROUGH OTHER EYES.' 


tiro at Harvard Colleeo From the English 


Point of View. 


The student life .of America is emi- 


nently an American institution. It has 
grown, up in an odd compound of native 
manners and foreign influences, which 
form an essentially new product. It is a 
good deal more complex in its organiza- 
tion than anything known on tho Isis or 
the Cam. There is more details in it, 
and consequently less breadth of effect. 


Tho university organizations are in- 


numerable. Men are banded together in 
college clubs for every conceivable pur- 
pass of study or amusement Their bond 
of union may bo their attempt to talk 
Greek with tho accent of modern Attica, 
or it may bo only a passion for domi- 
uos, but it has all the notes of institu- 
tion in its machinery of committee, 
president and secretaries. Great variety 
of life comes from tho differences in for- 
tune among the students, but of late 
years there has been a laudable attempt 
on the part of the university and college 
authorities to introduce a more uniform 
simplicity. Plain living is the cry, and 
with this secured it is believed the 
thinking will take care of itself. 


At Harvard some time ago Professor 


Paimer tried to discover how far tho liv- 
ing had departed from tho philosophic 
standard by asking some hundreds of 
students for a return of their annual ex- 
penditure. The answers showed that 
Harvard at least bad nothing to be 
ashamed of. Many of the students, less 
han a fourth, spent less than £100 a 
year; some less than £100. Tho average 
irobably did not amount to tho £200 a 
vear whicli the professor regards as nn 
entirely adequate allowance for bo;h 
jase and renfiement. Yale is less costlj 
.hau Harvard, so these institutions at 
east arc not open to the reproach that 
hey have introduced tho millionaire iii- 
;o American university life.—London 
tfews.

The onrioeity of tropical Africa is the 


wonderful flying frog, first described by 
Bishoff of the equatorial Africanoxpo- 
dition, which retained to Europe in the 
fall of 1894. .This oddity of thfr:reptile 
family is abonfe the size of a common 
bullfrog and reaembles other memberB 
of the order of: batraehians in every- 
thing, bnt its- feet, each of \vhich-is 
•webbed and enormously enlarged, so 
much BO as to form splendid substitutes 
for trne \ving8. The creature" has five 
toes on each of the other two, which 
makes fonr separate membranes on each 
of its hind feet and three on each fore 
foot, or 14 ia all. In his description of 
it Bishoff says, "Each leg terminates 
in a sort of fan, anil vrith these the lit- 
tle reptile paddles the air like a locust, 
or like a partially fledged bird testing 
its pinions for the first time." 


Although somewhat awkward in its 


flight, the winged frog can dart through 
the air at a speed of abont ten yards per 
second and can keep itself going, for- 
ward at that rate for from 10 to 15 sec- 
onds. The average distance covered by 
these spurts of grasshopperlike flight is 
from 75 to 125 yards, but Bishoff men- 
tions instances where the flying frog 
cleared sandy stretches 200 yards in 
width.—St. Lonis Republic.
